But you’re 
here tonight tn ovemile the peo­ 
ple. It’s dictatorship, communism 
of the worst sort, in my opinion.

THIS IS WHAT many of us would like 
to lie able to talk about at this stage of 
a program whose purpose is still veiled for 
most of us. We are not certain what the 
government is doing through the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration, but 
we are certain that in doing it we are gain­ 
ing satisfaction that has been rare in re­ 
rent vears. 


It is related to the satisfaction that man­ 
agement and workers had during the war 
when they were singled out for “ E” awards 
—E for Excellence 
It is related to the 
satisfaction we had in school when we mas­ 
tered a difficult subject We may not know 
w’hy we want to be part of a project to 
send a manned rocket to the moon, bit 
we know that if it can be done we will 
hold our heads higher. 
Is it because Americans though we have 
accomplished so much, share with Russians 
the need to accomplish something more in 
the mid 2bh century than merely to main­ 
tain day-to-day living’’ 
Is it because the conquest of the frontier, 
the sharing in victory in two great wars 
and the recovery from postwar dislocations 
made the frustration of an indefinite cold 
war seem unbearable’’ 
Is the challenge of space exploration and 
conquest what Americans need at this mo­ 
ment in history to revive their confidence 
in themselves? Is this, perhaps, the ultimate 
and the last frontier — the ultimate chal­ 
lenge? 


WHATEVER IT is — and it probably is a 
little of everything — it is gratifying to be 
part of it There may even be a trace of 
escapism in it. At last there seems to be 
something men can dream of doing besides 
over-running one another’s living space, or 
turning it into a cinder - carpeted desert 
Something even more important than the 
m an-in space program is moving forward at 
an accelerated pace — American confidence.

the criminal charge today in Mu­ 
nicipal CcHirt when J udge Samuel 
M. Chertoff was advised the de­ 
fendant has made restitution. 
Harry WTiittenberger, 205 W 7th 
St., was haled before the court 
on a charge filed by Robert Em­ 
ery , proprietor of a Dresden Ave. 
tavern. A second charge allegmg 
he issued a fraudulent check more 
than two y ears ago also was dis­ 
missed when the judge was ad­ 
vised Whittenberger has m ad e 
restitution. 
Here’s how Asst. Solicitor Rich­ 
ard J . Clark explained the ‘‘false 
representation” case to the judge' 
“ Whittenberger 
and 
Emery , 
who ran a tavern on Dresden 
Ave., got to drinking together in 
the place one night. Emery want­ 
ed to sell the tavern and Whitten­ 
berger agreed to buy it for $ .1,- 
500. 
“ Whittenberger said he w o u 1 d 
have to go to the bank to finance 
the purchase. In the next day or 
so, Emery said he was notified 
in a telephone call that the loan 
had been approved — that Whit- 
tenberger's mother was putting 
up her house as security for the 
loan. 
“ So he turned over the key s to 
the tavern to Whittenberger. Whit­ 
tenberger ran the place for about 
three day s, but he didn’t come 
up with the purchase price. Em­ 
ery claims ca.sh was missing from 
the daily receipts, alxnit $ 270 as 
close as he can determine. Tlicn 
the two got together through their 
attorney s and agreed on a figure 
and arranged for it to be paid 
back.” 
Atty , W. S. Foulks, represent­ 
ing WTiittenbergcr, said the two 
men “ have released each other 
from any liability .” He said he 
has given Emery ’s attorney 
a 
check for $ 05 “ in full and final 
satisfaction” of tlic case. 
Atty . Foulks said he doesn’t be­ 
lieve “ there was any attempt to 
abuse any one.” Atty . Clark re­ 
plied that the criminal charge was 
prompted in part by the fact that 
WTiittenberger once left Emery a 
note that his (WTiittenberger's) 
mother had died to explain the 
delay in the negotiations “ b u t 
she hadn’t died at all." 
The second charge alleged that 
WTiittenberger cashed a fraudu­ 
lent $ 10 check on Dec. 19, 1959, 
at the Military Order of (he Cootie 
home on W. 4th St. After the as­ 
sistant solicitor said restitution 
had been made, the judge ordered 
the case dismis.sed.
